Barnes’ Atrocious Crime—One of His Pals 

Sent to the Penitentiary—Peter Louis Otto 

Hanged at Buffalo, N. I., for the Brutal 
Murder of His Wife. 


By Telegraph to the Pos?-DIsPATCH. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., May 21.—Lee Barnes was 
hanged at 11:30 a. m. to-day, at Dover, Ark., 
for the murder of Charles Hollman. A large 
number of persons witnessed the execution. 


B CRIME. 

On November 20, 1885, Charles Hollman and 
Lee Barnes, gamblers, living at Plummerville, 
Ark., arranged to attenda festival that was 
held some four miles distant. Before leaving 
home Barnes secured the co-operation of John 
Cullens and Russel Watson in a plot to accom- 
pany them, and during the night kill Hollman 
and take charge of his property, which con- 
sisted of a wagon and team, a ‘‘wheel 
of fortune’’ used for gambling purposes, 
and about $60 in a. Late in the 
nignt and while Hollman was sleeping under 
the table on which the wheel of fortune was 
placed, Barnes drew a revolver and discharged 
two shots at him, both of which passed through 
the body near e region of the heart, and 
while in the ny of death Cullens, with an 
ax, struck him a fearful w on the head. 
The body was then p in a Wwapon 
and taken eome. distance to a lonely 

the woods and buried. Sev- 
ys after the murder the bur- 
jal place was discovered by a hunter 
in passing near the spot, and the remains dis- 
interred and identified as Hollman’s. The 
murdered man being last seen in company 
with Barnes, Cullens and Watson, they were 
placed under arrest. After conviction and 
sentence Barnes made a full confession of his 
crime, Cullens was sentenced to twenty-one 
ears in the Penitentiary. Watson will havea 
earing at the fall term of court. 


The Hanging of Otto. 


BuFFALoO, N. T., May 21.—Peter Louis Otto, 
the wife murderer, was hanged at 10:26% 
Oo clock this morning. 


OTTO’S CRIME. 

The murder was committed about 11:30 
o’clock on the morning of November 14, 1884. 
Peter Louis Otto lived with his wife, Susan, 
and children and aged mother. The murderer, 
who was a candymaker, had been dissipated 
for years, and had been on a protracted spree 
atthe time of the murder. He entered the 
house by the back door on the 8 named 
and found his wife engaged in washing, by 
which she managed to earn a little money that 
wae generally spent by him for 
drink. Without a word he drew a re- 
volver and fired shot after shot 
at the defenseless woman. She rushed bleed- 
ing into the front part of the house and fell 
dying. She expired n a few moments with- 
out uttering a word. It was found afterward 
that five shote had taken effect, one in the 
right cheek below the eye, another in the left 
cheek,a third in the back of the neck,a fourth 
caused a flesh wound in the shoulder; and the 
fifth entered the back and lodged in the cavity 
of the chest. Themurdered woman was about 
35 years of age.

LINSEED OIL TROUBLES. 


The Collier Linseed Mill and Elevator Vir- 
tually on the Market. 


The withdrawal of the Collier Lead and Oj) 
Company from the linseed oil business is being 
discussed among local oil men, and seems to 
be assured. The Collier Company owns a mill 
and seed elevator at Seventeenth street and 
Clark avenue. The elevator is the only onein 
the ctty and the only one west of 
Obicago. The property upon which 
the buildings stand is the only property used 
for manufacturing p ses for a stretch of 
six blocks on the south side of Clark avenue. 
Upon the south side the elevator touches upon 
the tracks of the Union Depot Com- 
and upon the north front on 

lar avenue. The elevator and 
buildings would make good warehouses and it 
is understood the Union Depot Company has 

ressed a wish to nay. The officers of the 
r Company think they could sell 
the property with more profit than 
there woul be in the operation 
ofthe mill. Recently a meeting of stockhold- 
led to authorize sale in 
ite should be made 


There are three linseed oil mills in the city 
outside the Collier and there are sixty-five 
mills in the country west of Pittsburg. For- 
merly, when Kansas furnished the largest 
crop of seed St. Louis was the main seed mar-

This seed is raised n Swedes 
and some from the Mankato strict has 
yielded two gallons of oil to the bushel, an ex- 
ceptionally high yield. This has given the 
Chicago mills the advantage in competition, 
and the increase n the number 
of mills has reduced the price 
everywhere. The yearly —*4 of the country 
is about 450,000 barrels, which is too much for 
the demand and the over plussage goes into 
New York, where St. Louis oil sells as cheaply 
as it does here. An effort was made to pool the 
mills a week or ten days ago but the largest 
Buffalo, N. T., mill stood out and the pool 
could not de formed without it. Had that 
plan succeeded the price might have been 
raised toa figure high enoughto make the 
manufacture of oil profitable; failing to form 

the pool the market has gone to pieces. 

Alex Euston, Secretary of the Collier Com- 
pany, said: We are not authorized to sell 
the property by the stockholders, but expect 
we will be. The truth is the linseed 
oil business is no longer profitable. Five 

ears ago when our elevator was 

uilé there was some money in it. 
Now there is none. The competition 
is too strong. Sixty-five mills west of Pitts- 
burg make more oll than the painters or any 
other class of consumers want. The price has 
been steadily going down. If we do sell the 
l and elevator we may not retire perma- 
nently from the business, but when it picks 
up go into it again. We may then build a mill 
in some other part of the city.“

The Manufacturers Will Not Yield—Meeting 
ef the Strikers—The Coal Miners’ Conven- 
tion—Chicago Strikers Enjoined—Boycotters 
Sued—Labor News. 


The 600 planing-mill hands now on a strike 
held a two-hours’ meeting this morning 
with closed doors, at the St. 
Louis Hall, Broadway and Biddle street. 
They decided to stand firm for eight hours to 
constitute a day’s work. Their only want, 
they say, eight hours for a day’s work with- 
out an increase in pay; or, in other words, 
eight bours’ pay for eight hours’ work. 


The planing-mill men are thoroughly or- 
anized under the Order of the Knights of 
bor. They are divided into two assemblies 
—400 machine hands and 200 bench hands. 
The Knights of Labor, however, had nothing 
ta do whatever in bringing about the strike. 

Resolutions were adopted at this morning’s 
meeting to the effect that eight hours’ work 
and eight hours’ pay was all that was wanted. 
A committee was empowered to lay the paper 
before the manufacturers this afternoon. 
Sessions will be held at the same ball every 
morning until the trouble is settied. 

The Great Western Planing-mill on Anna 
and Broadway has shut down, shutting out 
about seventy-five men. At the Jas. Haffern 
Manufacturing Company’s mill, forty of the 
men are out and they are running light 
with only a few men at work. The eight men 
who walked out at Cole & Glass’ mill, on Fif- 
teenth and Market are still oui, two of their 
ey = were filled this morning by new men.

Frank Prange, 
business manager of the Prange furniture 
works, Eleventh near Angelrodt streets, says 
that he has not nor does he ropose 
to be a arty the existin or 
any other combination that the manufac rs 
may form. His force of 100 men are perfectiy 
satisfied with the present system in force at 
the works. Some are working eight hours, 
while others are working the full ten hours. 
The present condition of affairs in this interest 
may be considered a lockout on both sides. 

Col. John Conrades of the Conrades Com- 
pany, in expressing his views of the culty, 
was very frank to say that he could yet be 
considered on the ‘‘fence’’ inthe fight, as he 
had yet decided to follow no definite policy, 
although his works had closed. This com- 
pany’s is the second largest in the West, 
hence their final decision will be much of a 
factor either in the settlement or continuance. 
Said a journeyman to-day to a PosT-DISPATCH 
reporter: ‘‘All tne men, 700 in number, now 
‘ous,’ are strictly union men, In 
other cities unions of the same kind 
are in force. I think manufacturers 
cannot hope to draw on men in the trade from 
outside of St. Louis.

FOUR MEN ARRESTED BY CHICAGO DETECT-

The Cook County Grand-Jury in Possession 
of All the Facts in the Dynamite Conspiracy 
Important Evidence Withheld by the Po- 
lice—Anarchist Parsons’ Whereabouts. 


Curcaco; May 21.—Four mysterious arrests 
were made last night by detectives of the East 
Chicago Avenue Station. The four men were 
closeted in the Captain’s office for over an 
hour with Capt. Schaak and Assistant State’s 
Attorney Furthman. They were afterwards 
locked up. The same air of mystery pervaded 
the station that attended the arrestof Ling.

THE TELEPHONE FIGHT. 


A Little Unpleasantness Among the Pan- 
Electrie Directo rs. 


The stockholders and directors of the Mis- 
souril Pan-Electric Telephone Company have 
become involved in another quarrel, which 
threatens to produce a serious rupture be- 
tween the rival factions, distinguished as 
the Adreon and Peck cliques. As was 
stated in a publication in the PosT-DISPATCH n 
short time ago, Messrs. Charies Peck, Henry 
Newman and their friends were foiled in an 
attempt to obtain control of the stock of the 
— 1 by the accession of the votes of the 
stock of the parent company at Washington, 
D. O., to the Adreon votes, which gave to 
Adreon and his friends sufficient strength 
to block any schemes which might have been 
put up by their opponents. In the election of 
a board of directors, which followed, six can- 
didates from each of the opposing factions 
were chosen, leaving one seat in the board 
vacant. For this yacancy the Adreon 
faction nominated Thomas 8. McPhee- 
ters and the Peck crowd proposed 
Ephriam Catlin. Mr. McPheeters received 
votes representing 1,500 shares of stock, while 
Mr. Catiin, to the surprise of Adreon’s friends, 
r ed 1,700 votes. A little inquiry and in- 

Nation, however, showed that in the 
ne rhood of 250 shares of stock voted for 
Catlin was held in trust and was 
not voted by the persons actually own- 
i it. At a stormy meet of the 
board, held after the election, the Catlin 
crowd were laid out, on the theory that, out- 
side of the 250 trust votes, about the legality 
of which there appeared to be some question, 
Mr. McPheeters held a smal! majority, and Mr. 
McPheeters was duly recognized as a member 
of the board. 

Since the election the board has met oo. at 
the office of the Telephone Company, 417 Pine 
street, and the rival ons have vented their 
spite against each other in a regular Kilkenny 
cat fashion. The seating of McPheeters 
intensified the bitter feelings previously ex- 
isting between them, and these sessions of the 
board are described as

by one of the members. Finally arbitration 
was decided upon as the best road out of the 
difficulty, and both sides agreed to refer the 
matterto Arba N. Crane, the lawyer. Mr. 
Crane went over the facts laid before him 
and rendered a decision in favor of 
McPheeters, on the ground that 
in the meaning of the State statutes stock 
held in trust could not be voted os stock actu- 
ally owned. Instead of calming the Peck 
crowd, Crane’s decision only served to in- 
creasing theiranger, and yesterday the cli- 
max was reached when Mr. Catiin entered 
quo-warranto proceedings against McPheeters 
in the Cireuit Court. Pending a hearing the 
members of the Board of Directors continue 
to meet and make faces at each other in the 
company’s ohe.

NEW YORK, May 21.—Receiver John O’Brien 
is having a hard time of it finding the property 
ofthe Broadway Surface Railroad, which he 
was appointed to receive. It appears now 
that, tive days after his appointment by Judge 
Parker, in Kingston, the affairs of the Broad- 
way Road had been in process of winding up, 
under the provision of law for more than two 


weeks, and that the men who are really in 
control of the road and its prope are in no 
sense parties to the suit brought by the 
Attorney-General, and will refuse to give up 
anything on the demand of Mr. O’Brien.

the charter was in progress, the directors o 
the road, alded by cool and clear - headed law- 
yers, were busy building fences around the 
property to ward off trespassers, and if they 
have not succeeded in placing it permanently 
beyond the reach of ceiver O'Brien, they 
have certainly laid the foundation for a long 
contest in the courts, which will delay the sale 
of a franchise, as provided by the new law, for 
a long time.

AN IDEA CAN DO. 


The Effect a Serious Aim Has on the Femi- 
nine Mind—A Refreshing Experience—Sev- 
eral Impressions of the Originator of 
American Opera—A Broad Guage Scheme— 
The Formation of an Auxiliary Board at 
St. Louis. 


It is refreshing to finda woman with an aim 
in life above society, a spring bonnet, a new 
dress, the servant girl question or the cook 
book. It is fortunate that few woman hit upon 
serious aims cuteide of the circles of society and 
domesticity. They are frequently maelstroms 
to them. They throw their whole souls into 
them and are carried away by enthusiasms and 


impulses. Hence the quieter devotions are bet- | 


ter for digestion and are generally more con- 
ducive to solidcomfort. Not always, but gen- 
erally. ; 

A big idea acts differently on a woman and 
on a man. A man treats it calmly and goolly, 
weigha it, discusses it, hears objections to it, 
and is even capable of losing faith init and 
throwing it over. A woman never. It pos- 
sesses and permeates her, becomes part of 
her. She wrapsit up carefully and carries it 
around with her. She shows it to all of her 
friends. Her admiration and confidence in it 
induces admiration and confidence from oth- 
ers. No discouragement is too strong for her 
faith and no obstacle is too great for her 
strength. She sweeps everything with her in 
the current of her own impetuosity. 

An idea and woman, particularly if the 
woman be attractive, intelligent, spirited and 
determined, are irresistible. They would 
move the world without a lever. 

Ihave known men to dodge around corners 
and slip out back doors to have women with 
good alms missthem. It was their only safety 
from defeat. 

And yet I say it is refreshing to meeta 
woman with an idea, not a vague, indistinct 
idea picked up somewhere from somebody, but 
one that is clearly defined, well-thought out, 


the difficulty of realizing it carefully consid 
ered, and the method and plan of carrying it 
out intelligently, formed and linked with an 
earnest purpose, and with this, an abiding 
faith in its worthiness and ultimate success. 
She invests it unconsciously with her own 
charming personality; there is what can only 
be expressed as a holi ness of devotion to it, 
and her fine faith and enthusiasm are like in- 
spirations.

These were some of the impressions I found 
clinging to me after a talk with Mrs. Thufber. 
She is a woman with an idea and a purpose— 
an intelligent idea and a strong purpose. The 
plan of forming a National Conservatory 
and the organization of the American Opera 
Company have been treated as hobbies, pets 
and playthings of a spoiled woman. Five 
minutes k with Mrs. Thurber will dissolve

She strikes one as a woman terribly in ear - 
nest, as a woman devoted to art, with a culti- 
vated taste and an unusually acute artistic 
sense. She is not blindly enthusiastic, and 
her faith is not unreasonable. While she ap- 
preciates the limitation and the obstacles 
art accomplishment inthis country, she dis- 
awe a confidence which seems to arise from 

his very fact and from the assurance that her 
methods will win in the end. She is a rare 
combination of the sanguine theorizer and the 
skilful executor. 

One cannot help acknowledging a feeling of 
mingled wonder and admiration while listen- 
ing to her conversation. There is an exhila- 
ration, a pervasive atmosphere of all-will-be- 
well around her which induces confidence. 
The wonder arises that a woman situated as 
Mrs. Thurber is, with wealth, position, a 
charming home, and everything, apparently, 
that heart can wish, should come out o +

— and heavy practical work, should con- 
sent to come in contact with enter 
painter, designer, artiste, chorus, baliet and 
. to accomplish a plan which can have 
ittle of personai gain and which may involve 
immense loss. 

Admiration is invoked by the pluck, persist- 
ent energy and capability she has shown in 
— — | her plan, — 1 to her aid 
ore available influence and utilizing all ma- 
rial within reach. She gathered her forces 
— marshalled them in a way to command re- 
spect and in the face of strong discourage- 
ments. 

Mrs. Thurber has done what probably a man 
could not do. She has convinced men, she 
has converted them to what would at first ap- 
pear a chimerical scheme. If she failed to 
convince them she enlisted their sympathy 
and aid until the resources back of her may be 
considered e limitless. 

This plan is not the impulse of a moment. 
It is a cherished project, studied * by close 
attention to methods adopted rance, 
Italy, Germany and other . where 

music and art are matters of public concern; 
wherethe training and the outlet for talent 
and skill are provided. For fourteen years 
this plan has been perfecting. Two trials have 
been made to establish schools of opera, but 
without success. The conditions were not 
favorable and the plans were not ht. 

ned talent needs an outlet and will go 
where it can ind it. So American talent went 
to Europe where the path from the conserva- 
tories to the Opera- house was open. 

This time, said Mrs. Thurber. I have 
put the cart before the horse. The school and 
the company were started at the same time. 
The company proves what this country has in 
the way oftalent. I say if we can do this much 
without training wh cannot we do with 
training? My theory is if — raise vegetables 
you must have amarket for them and must 
sell them. If you have artists you must give 
them an opportunity to utilize their training. 
The American Opera Company is the outlet for 
the American opera schools. While we are 
not bound to be limited to this country for 
material, yet we shall give the artistic material 
of this country achance for development and 
utilization. Phat can be done by Americans 
in Europe can in future be done by Americans 
in America. On the other hand while in the 
past we have been dependent on foreign re- 
sources we shall be independent and we shall 
be able to doin opera musical art what 
we are Sows in science and material progress. 
I find a lack of faith in their own powers by 
Americans, but I trust to the future. What 
the company has done is in part the presenta- 
tion of what lies beyond itself and is in this 
sense the ‘outcome’ of the school or of the first 
branch of the National Conservatory of 
Music. The sympathy and harmony between 
the two things are, though they are entirely 
distinct, perfect.
